JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (A P)—Despite ris­ 
ing: appeals for moderation, 
the jrovemment announced 
Wednesday it will revive 
South A frica’s pass system 
for nonwhites. Police vow­ 
ed to crush Negroes trying 
to prolong the work boycott 
against white supremacy 
rule. 


The pass system toiK'hed off the 
current outbcak of racial turmoil. 
Negroes demonstrated against It 
on March 21 and police fired Into 
their ranks, killing 72. The pa** 
laws were then suspend’d. 
D ie violence abated et least 
temporarily. An annuli holiday 
kept people off the streets. But 
police and troop* staged a strong 
show of force around native town­ 
ships. 
Will 
Demand 
Tasses 
Justice Minister F. C. Erasmus 
said In a ahi foment that the po­ 
lice again will he ordered to de­ 
mand that all Negroes show their 
passes any tim e of the day or 
night. He did not say when the 
system will go back Into force. 
He added that the rove rn merit 
might look into the possibility of 
applying the pass laws “in such 
a way e s to put more stress upon 
the advantage they hold for Ne­ 
groes." 


Erasmus explained that without 
a pass a Negro could not work In 
the city or in any other area re­ 
served for W'hltes. 
After the passes were suspended

their passe,* -a hated symbol of 
their second-class status In Jobs,

The police pressed their cam­ 
paign against the boycott whtch 
had crippled much of the nation’s 
industry.

“No stone will be left unturned 
to bring these gangster elem ents 
to book,” said Col. C. D. Van 
Wyk, deputy commissioner of po­ 
lice at Pretoria.

Van Wyk called on "i ti zetas to 
help the police by seizing anyone 
suspected of intimidating Negroes 
into staying away from work.

For whom do you work— Mid why do 
you work? 
The obvious answer, of course, is that 
you work for your employer or for your- 
self, and that the reason you work is to 
provide the wherewithal of living. 
However, such an answer is an over­ 
simplification nowadays. 
If you are an average citizen, more 
than a quarter of your eight-hour work­ 
ing day is done on behalf of govern­ 
ment. 
In essence, government is your 
master during that period, and takes 


all of your earnings. 
Here are the figures as issued by 
tax authorities: Taxes take two hours 
and 16 minutes of every eight - hour 
working day. 
By way of contrast, food and tobacco 
together demand one hour and 28 min­ 
utes; household operations, one hour 
and 24 minutes. 
If you think taxation and govern­ 
m ent spending aren't of top importance 
to you and your family, you're kidding 
yourself very sadly.

Air Defense Shift 


The Air Force decision to hold til* 
Bom a re anti-aircraft missile system to 
some nine squadrons and spend the 
money saved on more advanced missile- 
age weaiMHis combines efficiency with 
economy. 
Indeed, it has been obvious for a long 
time that the chief threat to this coun­ 
try would be missiles, not bombers, by 
the time the Bomarc system was to 
have l>een fully ready, around I Otto. 
The decision to trim the program 
substantially does not mean. of course, 
that all air defense against bombers is 
to be abandoned. 
The Army Nike- 
Hercules installations will g o forward, 
and the Air Force will also reactivate 
the fire control anil missile systems de­ 
velopment that was dropped when the 
F-H>8 fighter program went on the shelf 
last year. 
This will enable the Air Force to mod­ 
ernize its fighters rather rapidly to meet 
any future sign of increased Soviet em­ 
phasis on bombers. 
Much of the money to be saved by 
the Bomarc cutback will go for addi­ 
tional Atlas intercontinental 
ballistic 


missiles in hardened sites and for accel­ 
eration of the Midas, or “spy” satellite 
development. 
Congress ought to approve and en­ 
courage this and similar transfers of 
emphasis where the result will be a use­ 
ful gain in over-all defensive jxjsture at 
no added cost. 
Unhappily, the Budget Bureau re­ 
portedly may hobble the move some­ 
what by insisting that tile money to be 
transferred from older to newer pro­ 
gram s la* spent at the same rate, even 
though some speed-up would be possible 
and seems fully justified. 
This is not the way to encourage fur­ 
ther timely reappraisals of defense or 
other spending plans, and 
we hope 
Budget Director Stans will reconsider. 
The shift of funds would accomplish a 
prime objective of budget policy: 
It 
would give the country more for its 
money. 
The rate at which the funds are to 
he sjient is secondary, and with the 
comfortable surplus 
in 
prosjiect 
for 
fiscal 19f>i no arbitrary limitation seems 
justified.

The Geneva disarmament rcn- 
feren< e ha* degenerated early in 
fife to ifs expected level of dead­ 
lock. 
After the London disarmament 
conference, the big powers were 
put under 
heavy 
pressure 
of 
public opion in the United Na­ 
tions to keep pursuing the dream, 
regardless of the existence in th# 
world of a new type war which 
could pr'iduce shooting at any 
time. 
The Sov let Union refused to 
have any more to do with the 
idea as long as she was outnum­ 
bered at the conference table. 
Some of her satellites were then 
admitted to the circle, us Byelo­ 
russia and the Ukraine, wholly 
integrated Soviet slates, had been 
admitted to the U N. originally. 
The current 10-nation discussion 
is the result. 
Rome slight hopes for agree­ 
ment were entertained in the 
West because of a belief that 
the Soviet Union, finding it was 


still far behind in economic abil­ 
ity to fight the cold war both at 
home and abroad, wished to shift 
the balance between economic 
and military power. There were 
demands in the .Soviet Union as 
well as in underdeveloped coun­ 
tries for some realization of eco­ 
nomic dreams long deferred.

- T he Navy I* 
building its own private, arti- 
flc al ocean just outside W ash­ 
ington. Its purpose Is to mak# 
better tests of ship-hul! model* 
in simulated wave and current 
condition*. 
The "sea” will be housed in­ 
doors 
at.

basin, 
an 
installation 
that has served ship designers 
for m any years. 
P rivate de­ 
signers have been perm itted to 
use the facility and will re­ 
ceive the same privilege when 
the new installation is com ­ 
pleted. 
The new tank will he larger 
and wider than a football field. 
It will cover m ore than Ave 
acres, measure 350 by 230 feet. 
It will hold 12 million gallon* 
of water, which will be p re ­ 
heated to pi event dam age to 
supporting 
walls 
by 
sudden 
changes In tem peratures. The 
main body of the sea will he 20 
feet deep with a 35-foot trench 
running down th e center. 


Cost will be about 512 mil­ 
lion. or $1 for each cubic foot 
of w ater available for testing. 
However, 
experts 
calculate 
that the expenditure will actu ­ 
ally save the governm ent m any 
million* 
by 
minimizing 
the 
chances of error in ship design. 
Not only will the new basin 
be able to test surface vessels, 
it will be equipped with s cir­ 
cular tank deep enough to test 
th e design of submarine hull*.
